‘those who, while at liberty to offer 
‘themeelves for service, have declined 
| to do so—in other words, among those 
| who are popularly described as “‘shirk- 
| This seems to be an intolerance

| bought in the form of meal. Alfalfa 
imeal has a feeding analysis equal to 
bran, but is not as digestible on ‘ac- 
count of its larger percentage of fibre. 
Clover and alfalfa should be cut while 
slightly immature, if they are to be 
ieured and fed to poultry. The leaves 
j and chaff from such hay are especially 
ladapted for poultry feeding. 
Sprouted oats make a very good 
green-feed and are used quite exten- 
| sively in this country. The oats can 
be soaked for 12 hours in warm water 
and then spread out in a layer of from 
one-half to 14% inches deep on a floor, 


or in a tray or tier of flats, which, 


have openings or holes or a three- 
sixteenths (3-16) inch mesh wire bot- 
tom, so that the water drains freely. 
They may be stirred daily and sprink- 
led, or allowed to sprout without stir- 
ring, until ready for feeding. They 
are usually fed when the sprouts are 
from 1 to 1% inches long, although 
some poultrymen prefer to allow the 
sprouts to grow to 2 or 3 inches long. 
Oats need a moist and warm atmos- 
phere in which to sprout quijckly, so 


that it is necessary to furnish \heat or’ 


te keep them. in a-warm room during 
the winter, while they may be sprout- 
ed out of doors during the rest of the 
year. It takes from 6 to 10 days to 
| sprout cats, depending on the tem- 
;perature of the room. Oats frequent- 
ly become mouldy while sprouting. To 
prevent this, they may be treated with 
formalin, using 1 pint of formalin to 
30 gallons of water, which is sprink- 
led over and thoroughly mixed with 30 
bushels of oats. Cover the oats with 
a blanket for 24 hours; then stir until 
they are dry. Keep them in a sack 
which has also been soaked in forma- 
lin. Oats thus treated and dried may

EXPORTS JUMPED. 


Canadian Goods Are Making Kemark- 
.. @ble Gains in Britain. 


Some remarkable increases in im- 
portations of some - Canadian pro- 
ducts into Great Britain are shown 
by figures for the month of August 
supplied to the Trade and Commerce 
Department by Commissioner Dyer, 
of Leeds, England. The shipments of 
“sawn or split’ timber from Canada 
to the United Kingdom-reached 201,- 
744 loads, contrasted with only .93;- 
847 loads in August of 1914. Lea- 
ther came in from Canada to the ex- 
tent of 8,173 ewt., whereas only 3,087 
cewt, were recorded last August-- 

The shipments of hog products 


‘from Canada still continue their up- 


ward tendency. During August 71,- 


434 cwt. of Canadian bacon and 


13,066 ewt. of Canadian hams were 
In this connection the fol- 
lowing comparison of the imports for 
the first eight months of the present 
year and those for the same period 
of last year should be of interest. Im- 
ports of Canadian bacon, January to 
August, 1915, 623,573 cwt., as com- 
pared with 200,576 cwt. in the same 
period in 1914; imports of Canadian 
bams 99,536 ewt. in 1915, compared 
with 44,004 cewt. in 1914. 

The imports of canned salmon, 
both from Canada and the United 


| States, were on a particularly heavy 


seale, No less than 41,175 cwt. ‘ar- 
rived from Canada during Auguat, as 


| compared with only 559 cwt. in the 


same month of 1914, 
Considerable supplies of Canadian 


‘eggs are also being imported, and it 


is stated the quantity could easily be 
increased. Specimens of Canadian 
timber are now being tested by the 
British Post Office Department with 
the intention of ascertaining whether 
they are suitable for telegraph poles 
for use in Great Britain.

Difkalties of Powtal Service in the | 


Froeen North, 


The mail service to the sacciaun! 
of Alberta, although it #til leaves 
much to be destred in the way of re-| 
rularity, bas improved a great deal) 
in 16 years. A decade ago there waa | 
only one mali a year—that conveyed 
by the Hudson Bay winter packet. | 
Passing travelers (in the season of} 
open navigation) who were thought: | 
fc’ enough to take the trouble, might 
bring in infrequent letter tiatla, Gat | 
magazines never ran the gauntlet ott 
picture-bungry traders and rowst- | 
abouts. They were appropriated en | 
route: and newspapers accumulated 
wherever these volunteer mail 
riers happened to drop them. 

On my journey to the north 
1901, writes a contributor to 
Youth's Companion, I found, piled fn | 
the corner of a log-walled house, at | 
the western end of Lesser Slave lake, 
a collection of newspapers. Knowing 
what a treat they would be to the 
jsolated settlers, | packed the whole 
bundle into’'a geunnysack and threw it 
on top of my wagon load. At Peace 
River Crossing | arranged for my | 
passage down tho river 300 miles to | 
Fort Vermilion. The craft war a 
huge raft, then loading In shallow | 
water about 50 feet from the shore. | 

The next day we pushed of and 
began our long journey downstrea‘a, 
and two or three days later I thought 
of the mail, which was nowhere to be 
seen. An anxious search followed, 
and at last from under a pile of hay 
at one end of the raft we pulled a 
soggy, dripping mass—~my precious 
mail sack. The spot had been dry 
enough when the sack had been 
thrown there, and inadvertently cov- 
ered with hay, but the subsequent 
loading bad completely submerged | 
that end of the raft. 

I was advised to tie a rock to. the | 
sack, sink it, and keep “mum.” What | 
i did was to put the sack where it | 
would drain, and on reaching my | 
journey’s end to open every paper out | 
to single sheets and dry them. They 
were very wrinkly, to be sure, and 
the operation wsed all the floor space 
in my friend’s bouse for some days. 

Some two weeks after we left the 
Crossing, a Hudson Bay clerk arrived 
from Scotland yith his bride, also 
bound for Fort Vermilion. The sea- 
son was late. Daily the freeze-up 
was expected, but Tom Carr burried- 
ly built his little raft and started 
down the river. Besides him and his 
wife, their camp outfit and food, their 
only load was a late packet of letters, 
brought direct from Edmonton, and 
a gramopbone for the factor. Short 
ice had formed, and daily pushed its 
edge farther into the current. Ice 
pans, varying in size from tea plates 
to huge disks 50 feet across, drifted 
with the stream. Hourly they stew 
in size, jostling each other, crushing 
viciously against the advancing shore 
ice as they fought their way down the 
current. Then came a day when the 
ice pans jammed and froze into # 
solid mass. - 

Aa soon as it was safe to do #80, 
Tom and his wife made their way to 
sore, where he made a eache of the 
mail packet and the gramophone. 
Above the cache he placed a tripod of 
poles to identify the spot when, later 
in the winter he should pass that 


; 


way. 

The 7T5-mile tramp back to the 
Crossing was very trying, and «dre. 
Carr’s “store” shoes were in shreds 
when they trailed wearily into the 
settlement. Then, late in February, 
with his wife in a cariole and accom- 
panied by the annual Hudson Bay 
packet dog trains, Tom once more set 
bis face northward. Arrived at the 
cache, what was his dismay to find 
that, after freezing, the river had 
thawed, risen several feet, flooded 
over his cache, and. frozen solid 
again. But for the. tripod of poles it 
would have been impossible to ind it. 

He carefully chopped the ice from 
around the letter packet and a 

& 
removed the gramophone in like 
manner, loaded everything on the 
dog sleighs, and earried everything 
on to the fort. 

Of the 23 letters that came to me, 
six had been through the ice ordeal. 
They were written with a blue ink 
that ran. And how it did run! A 


' smear of blue was the address on the 


soaked-apart envelope; several blue 


' smears, like the oceans on a map, 


with a few disjointed words between, 
formed the body of the letter from 
home. 

On inquiring at the fort I was told 
that the block of ice containing the 
letters had been placed by a fire, and 
as fast as they thawed, the letters 
were, one by one, peeled off the lump.

They Are Made by Winding Gunpow- | 
der in Cord Meshes. 

Fuses, such as are used for setting | 
off charges of dynataite In digging | 
subways and tunnels aml for explosive 
shellg. in warfare, are prepared very i 
simply in several different ways. One | 
old form wae made by soaking a loose- 
iy wound cord for ten minutes tn a | 
bwlling solution of acetate of lead. An- 
other form is a cotton cord impreg 
nated with chromate of bead. } 

The fuse invented by Bickford tn | 


1831 consists of a One thread of black 


powder inclosed in three envelopes of 
thread and soaked in pitch or rubber, | 
according to the use to which it fs 
destined. : 

One of the most commonly used 
fuses today is made by letting a fine 
stream of black powder run from the 
«mall end of a funnel Into an envelope 
of hemp, thick, but not much twisted, 
the powder falling in as fast as the 
hemp is twisted. This tube ts then 
inclosed in a mesh of fine cotton, twist- 
ed in the direction opposite to that tn 
which the hemp was twisted. The 


whole ts held together with glue or | 


pitch. This Is very fexible and burns 
at the rate of one centimeter a second.

Many Homes Are Without Meat or 
Milk, Report Reveals. 


German working class folk are feel- 
ing the pinch of the blockade; and the 
“Vorwaerts” is d —despite 
the censorship—to make their condi- 
tion known. In the latest issue it 
publishes a census concerning working 
class homes in Bremen. : 

Out of 787 households 68 could not 
afford to buy meat at all. These meat- 
less homes comprise 360 persons. The 
remaining 719 households spend not 
less than Is. per head per week on 
meat. 

On butter, margarine, and other fats 
only 9%d. was spent for each member 
of the household. 

Out of the total number of house- 
holds 45 do not have any milk at all; 
the rest spend on milk about 344d. a 
week for each member of the family. 
On the other hand each member of 
the family consumes about 4'ed. 
worth of potatoes per week. 

One-third of the. families investi- 
gated had an income of less than 25s. 
a week. The average size of the fam- 
ily was four persons. - 

Rent claimed on an average 5s. a 
week, 

Out of 238 families with a weekly 
income of less than 25s., after deduct- 
ing the expenses for rent, fuel, ete. 
only 12s. 6d. was left on the average 
for food and clothing. 

Eighty-one families had an income 
of only 15s. to 20s., while no fewer 
than 52 families earned only from 5s. 
to 1hs. What that means With foo 
prices at their present height can be 
gueased.

Our Major put 
up. um dinner which was served at 
6.30 in the evening. We also received 
two stockings full of comforts a piece, 
filled with soap, cigarettes, chocolates, 
tooth brushes, playing cards and to- 
baceo.

Canada 
in 1915 exceeded in value -thée farm 
products. of any previous year by at 
least $300,000,000. It is well for out 
public mén and our writers to know 
that the increase in the value of the 
farm products in 1915 was at least 
double in value our entire output 
of war munitions.” 

The prospects for 1915 were bright, 
and the slogan would be: “Go to it, 
all ye dairymen of Canada, and make 
the dairy record equal to the wheat 
record of 1916.”

The Man and the Office. 

His Honor George Willlam Brown, 
of Saskatchewan, is usually to the 
front when it comes to a public piece 
of work for which there is no sort of 
pay. The latest public courtesy from 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Saskat- 
chewan is the presentation by him- 
self of a portrait of himself to the 
province. The portrait was done In 
England by Sir Hubert von Kerkom- 
er, whose portraits are known in this 
country mainly through the pages of 
art magasines. It was done in 1914, 
the last painting done by von Kerkc- 
mer, who considered it the best por- 
trait he bad ever painted.

On the 18th or 1Pth 
day moisture should be provided by 
aprinkling the eggs or putting in a 
tray of moist sand. This enables the 
newly-hatehed chick to escape from 
the shell. The advisability of darken- 
ing the incubator at this time is a dis- 
‘puted question, some holding the

When the chickens are removed 
from the incubator the question of 
brooding confronts the raiser. In 
most cases hens will provide the best 
means. If broody ed have been 
given some infertile eggs the week 
revious by removing these and put- 
ting the chicks in their place in the 
evening the hen will usually mother 
them the next day. No feed should 
be fed for forty-eight hours’ On the 
first day the chicks should be given 
fine sand and induced to eat it. Tie 
next day separated milk should be fed. 
On the thins ¢ day and for the two days 
following they should be fed a mix- 
‘ture of rolled oats two parts and one 
part of bran. After that introduce 
commercial chick feed and decrease 
the bran and oatmeal. After about 
two weeks a ration consisting of equal 
parts of wheat and cracked corn is 
very satisfactory. This sg be fed 
from: a hopper. During this time 
tender greens such as sprouted oats 
or other greens and plenty of fresh 
water should ve supplied freely. 
When about six weeks old the chicks 
are being fed three times daily in 
place of five, but, said Mr. Revel, “the 
poultryman will find all these dates 
will vary from: year to year.” The 
chicks are fed equal parts of cracsed 
corn and wheat twice a day and a 
mash made up of two parts bran, one 
part shorts, one part cornmeal, one 
part green meats once a day, The 
broods should be about large enough 
to place in the colony-houses and r- 
meve to some orchard or cornfield 
where no poultry were kept the prev- 
ious year. A very satisfactory colony- 
house can be made from piano boxes 
by placing the back to the ground and 
removing the upper part of the one 
side and covering with cotton, thus 
providing ventilation. :

In fact for 
some years following, when heavy 
rains for months at a stretch made 
the trails impassable and all the 
creeks into rivers, the big river rose 
less than half the height it reached 
in the glacial flood of 1899. 

Travelers down the Saskatchewan 
two years later sgw the marks of 
that flood; thickets of shore willows 
beaten down flat, debris lodged in 
the crotchea of poplar and spruce 
and heaped up on the juts of the is- 
lands. One of the most interesting 
relics of that outburst was part of 
the old Saskatchewan steamer, The 
North-West, which was carried down 
from Edmonton and smashed up on 
the journey, the wreckage strewn at 
various places along the bank as far 
as 200 miles below Edmonton,

What is picric acid? [fC is the 
high explosive that is blowing the 
Germans out of their trenches fn the 
grand drive. Picric acid fs made 
from carbolit acid, and as carbolic 
acid is scarce since the war, it is now 
being made artificially in ‘Toronto. 
Dr. Boswell and Mr, L.-J. Rogers of 
the Chemical Department of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto bave been co-op- 
erating with Mr. P. J. Mills for the 
purpose of working out conditions 


for the synthetic manufacture of car-) 


bolic acid from coal-tar benzol, 
The process is not a new one, but 


it is a step toward the further de- | 


velopment of chemical industries in 
Canada which the war bas initiated. 
Already two Toronto University grad- 
wates are engaged in making drugs 
that bave been cut off by the war. 
The firm is an example of what Can- 
adian chemists can do. it is at 
presen! supplying hospitals all over 
Canada with drugs which used to 
come from Germany. 

“The chemical industry must grow 
in Canada,” said Dr. Boswell to an 
interviewer in his laboratory sur- 
rounded by retorts, glass tubes, and 
the smell of chemicals. “A good 
many people think that Germany is 
ahead of us because they know more; 
the truth is we know just as much as 
the Germans about chemistry. W hy, 
we are making every day, for experi- 
mental purposes, drugs that Canada 
has been sending to Germany for. 
The only difference is that Canadian 
business men will not speculate in 
guch things. There is the ideal of co- 
operation of the Government, the 
Universities, and the. business institu. 
tions in Germany, and that is the rea- 

ee they have been so successful in 
their chemistry.’ 

Dr. Boswell believes that if the 
Universities will work in eonjunction 
with the manufacturers as they have 
been doing this summer in the mak- 
ing of carbolic acid Canada will be 
able to take its proper place In the 
chemical world.
